Coal and Smoke. 
Smoke is caused by failure to burn 
th e combustible gases th a t arise when 
fuel bs exposed to th e flame. The edi­ 
tor of I'n wet describes these gases as 
"a complex mixture of various hydro­ 
carbons, from some of which carbon 
separates on cooling iii the form ol 
lampblack or soot. T h e smokier fuels 
also give ort tarry vapor*, which con 
dense and help to g a t h e r the carbon 
particles into flakes or "smuts. 
"For the burning of these gases as 
th ey are evolved from the coal three 
conditions must exist: 
Air must be

The court in in­ 
structing (Foreman IPfeH to select 
two clerks, urged the jurors to has­ 
ten their work as much as possible 
and related that at one time in his 
experience, after he had instructed 
the members of the jury 
at 
ten 
o’clock in the morning and they had 
retired that along a ik>111 three or 
four o’clock in Hie afternoon 
the 
court officer had come in with word 
that the members of the grand jury 
were ho’aing a regular primary elec­ 
tion among themselves in an effort 
to elect two clerks. 
The court also 
se tight to impress upon the minds 
of the jurors that time should not 
be wasted on •account of the incon­ 
venience and unnecessary 
expense 
which long delayed trials and 
in­ 
dictments bring. The judge said that 
it was always best to take up first 
what is known in court parlance as 
bind-over cases.

The habit of shaving la not of a very I 
ancient origin.

and the ancient Egyptian was enabled 
to dispatch him while in a trance of 
stupefaction and horror. 
Clean shaven men became by tills 
cowardly stratagem very much prized • 
as fighting men. and thus the founds- t 
tion of the shaving habit xvus laid.
